Benoit, an Ionia, Mich., criminal, 


made his daring escape after he 
had been arrested at 2 a. m. by 
Hammond and State Trooper Sam 
Senini. Benoit and John H. Smith, 
30, who also has a Michigan crim- 
inal record, were driving an auto- 
mobile stolen from a salesman in 
Detroit at midnight. 


Spotting the stolen car which 


had been described 
in a

broadcast as they drove along a 
highway near here, the troopers 
followed it to a gasoline station. 
They placed Benoit and Smith un- 
der arrest. 


The story of the daring escape 


of Benoit as related by state police 
headquarters at East Lansing, re- 
vealed that

started for the Rockwood state po- 
lice post near here in the patrol 
car with Benoit.
